New Wonder Drug Production 


Stepped Up by Cancer Research 


By A L T O N L. B L A K E S L E E 
NEW YORK, 
March 14 —(ZP) 
—A new, cheap way to make some 
of man’s scarcest, 
costliest hor­ 
mones has been discovered in can­ 
cer research. 
It is done by keeping tiny pit­ 
uitary glands alive in glass houses. 
The glands are taken from rats. 
But they keep living and growing 
In a special fluid bath. 
They become 
living factories, 
delivering tiny amounts of hor­ 
mones three times a week. 
One 
hormone is ACTU, a wonder drug 
for arthritis and other diseaws 
Another hormone stimulates the 
sex glands to produce sex hor­ 
mones. 
Another 
controls 
body 
growth. Another governs the thy­ 
roid gland. 
These 
fantastic factories 
are 
pale-pink, and about the size of 


a pea. They hav£ been kept alive 
and growing as long as IO weeks 
and probably can be kept produc­ 
ing even longer. 
The amounts of hormones har­ 
vested from them are small. The 
method still is experimental, but 
it offers hope for practical mass- 
produetion 
of 
these 
hormones, 
says Dr. Leonard Scheele, sur­ 
geon-general of the public health 
t cr vice.

fairness out 
the window. There may be other 
motives, good or bad. 
I have known grown men whose 
minds were so unsubtle that they 
reason thus way; 
1. I'm a loyal American. I'm 
against communism. No loyal A- 
merican would ever have anything 
to do wtih communists. 
2. Anyone who’s had anything 
to do with communists, or outfits 
run by communists, must be a 
sympathizer and must be disloyal. 
It never occurs to them that a 
completely innocent and loyal A- 
merican may have been tangled 
up with communists without any 
intention 
of disloyalty 
or even 
sympathy 
with 
communism 
or 
even knowing his associates were 
communists. 
In Russia, to be accused is the 
same as to be found guilty. There. 
I 
once accused, a man has to prove 
he's innocent. 
Here, 
under 
the 
tradition 
of ; 
western democracy, the opposite is I 
the practice under law; no one’s 
guilty until proven guilty beyond 
a reasonable doubt. 
But every time we let ourselves 
slip over into the Russian view-- 
accepting a 
mere accusation as 
proof of guilty— we are doing what 
we condemn the Russians for 
And in this way the thing we're , 
fighting against and the values we 
are fighting to protect are the very 
values we sacrifice or disregard, J 
It’s an easy trap to fall into 1 
But every time it happens—every 
time an innocent person is judged ! 
guilty in the public mind when I 
he’s merely been accused--a piece 
of the democratic foundation has | 
been chipped.

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Fingerprints and the FBI Records 


Are your fingerprints on file’ 
If they're not it is a very good idea to ar­ 
range for such a record. No one ever knows 
when it will prove of real advantage. 
There have been many occasions here in 
Fayette 
County when fingerprints 
have 
proven of definite value. 


One 
of the crime-fighting ideas 
under 
study at Washington is the creation of a 
huge fingerprint file which would include 
the prints of every individual who holds a 
Social Security card. About a third of the 
people in the nation now have Social Se­ 
curity accounts; if the coverage should be 
broadened the proportion might be raised to 
a half or two-thirds of the total population. 
If fingerprints of a1! Social Security ac­ 
count holders were placed on file, it would 
be logical to gather into that file also the 
prints 
filed by other government 
units, 
such as armed forces and the Civil Service 
Commission. The combined result would be 
an identification file covering most of the 
people in the nation. 


The fingerprint file of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation is in itself immensely valu­ 
able for identifying the owners of finger­ 
prints 
entering into the investigation 
of 
crimes. But many times it is of no help in 
a particular case because 
the person who 
left the prints behind had never been em­ 
broiled with the law in such a way to get 
his fingerprints into that file. An additional 
file including the prints of almost every­ 
body would supply the missing name in 
many 
such instances. Here it 
should be 
noted that while the FBI file is essentially 
one of criminal investigation, it contains 
the prints of a large 
number of ordinary 
citizens with blameless records, who have 
voluntarily contributed their prints to it. 
A bigger file would have many non-crim­ 
inal 
applications, in the identification 
of 


amnesia victims, accident or crime victims 


whose 
papers might have been lost 


stolen, settling civil disputes of identity, 


and such. Of course it would make volun­ 
tary disappearance, even for innocent rea­ 
sons, hard to achieve. But most people with 
ordinary relations toward the law are will­ 
ing to stick to their own identities.

A busy commuter, this Dr. 
Chi, and now he has landed a 
job with Soviet China.

declare certain Chinese as war 
criminals and then to confiscate 
their investments in the bank 
without any process of law. (It 
is a mixed government and pri­ 
vately own* J bank.) 
Why Americans should repre­ 
sent a regime which the govern­ 
ment of the United States does 
not recognize is difficult to un­ 
derstand, although I assume that 
it is quite legal. The law has 
proved itself a bulwark In the 
United States for the Communists; 
they seem always to find a law 
to use and they go ahead doing 
as they please in our country, 
even stealing our atom bomb. 
Yet, it would seem resonable 
to assume that when this country 
is in a state of permanent war 
with Soviet Russia, no Ameri­ 
can would serve our enemy or 
any of ita satellites. Maybe Con­ 
gress needs to pass a law about 
that, too.

Diet and Health 
Diet Is Important 
With Heart Trouble 


ly HIRMAN N. RUND! IIN, M D. 


I RECEIVE many letters from 
people with heart disease asking 
whether or not they ahould use 
a special diet or cut down on the 
am ount of certain foods. In gen­ 
eral, It may be said th at restric­ 
tion of food In patients with dis­ 
orders of the heart is usually 
unnecessary and may even be 
harm ful unless the person la a 
great deal overweight. Thia Is 
particularly true when the heart 
condition la complicated by any 
degree of kidney failure. 
On the other hand, while the 
heart patient should have an 
adequate am ount of food, It Is 
Im portant th at he restrict the 
salt content of his diet. If this Is 
done, a normal Intake of water 
and other fluids will be harmless. 
If the kidneys are not working 
properly, extra water (at least - 
quart a day) may be of value In 
helping to make sure th at all of 
the waste materials are gotten 
rid of through the kidneys. 
lo the Diet 
Cutting down on the protein 
foods in the diet, th at Is, meat, 
milk, and eggs, la of no value In 
heart and blood vessel disease. 
However, if the kidneys are dam ­ 
aged, the lessened protein intake 
may be Important. But, a great 
decrease In the am ount of pro­ 
tein is necessary In these cases 
before any benefit is obtained. Of 
course, such a diet must be used 
only under the directions of a 
doctor. 
Salt restriction also seems to 
help reduce high blood pressure 1 jection.
